WANT TO BE OSCILLONIC? e e e 

Ben F. Lapofsky of Cherokee, Iowa, 
is a man with an oscillonic approach 
to photography. He specializes in tak- 
ing photographs of electronic wave 
forms which appear on a cathode ray 
tube screen. He has over 6,000 of these 
fascinating electronic abstractions in 
his collection. 

Here is his own definition of the 
term: “Qscillonics is the most ad- 
vanced development yet shown in the 
use of electronic oscillography for de- 
sign. It is the art of composing these 
patterns by the selection and control 
of special electronic circuits which 
may be applied to an oscilloscope. (It 
also includes the creation of oscillon 
compositions in color and movement 
to be shown in motion pictures or by 
projection instruments.)

WHAT FILM TO USE? e e e

Here’s an exciting new flash outfit 
especially adaptable to stereo 


When it comes to special auxiliary 
equipment for my stereo camera, I 
like to travel light. This especially ap- 
plies to my flash outfit. After years of 


trying out virtually every bit of flash . 


equipment that was on the market, 
including electronic flash and profes- 
sional equipment, I’ve finally settled 
down to a fly-weight-model flash unit. 
It’s small, compact and completely 
versatile. With this in your pocket or 
camera bag, plus half a dozen No. 5 
flashbulbs, you’re prepared for almost 
any amateur flash situation that might 
come up. And it’s so small and easy 
to carry (especially when _ disas- 
sembled) that you’ll always have it 
with you when you need it ...a most 
important factor, especially when 
traveling. This flash unit was my sole 
“outfit” on a recent trip my wife and 
I took to Hawaii, and it performed to 
perfection. It handled everything that 
came up: fastened to the camera in 
regular “straight-on”’ ‘fashion, of 
course; was hand-held to avoid “‘pink- 
eye’”’ and for bounce flash; was used 
without any reflector at all for “mir- 
ror-bounce”; operated between the 
stereo lenses for close-ups; out of doors 
for fill-in flash; in fact, just every- 
which-way (see the various illustra- 
tions opposite). 

Let me describe the flash unit to you, 
and how I use it in various situations, 
in the event that you may wish to copy 
a few of the ideas for use with your 
own equipment ... or perhaps even 
duplicate my outfit exactly. 

I couldn’t find a flash unit I reaily 
liked “ready-built” for stereo, so it was 
necessary to adapt it from one fash- 
ioned for another camera. After nu- 
merous trials, I settled on the special 
flash attachment that is made for the 
sub-miniature Minute-16 camera. You 
should be able to find it for sale at al- 
most any large camera store or you 
can purchase it directly from the 
manufacturer (Minute-16 Flash Unit, 
$4.95, Universal Camera Corp., 175 
Fifth Ave., New York 10, N. Y.). Or, 
once you’ve read the descriptions of 
what works where and why, it’s quite 
likely that you can adapt any of vari- 
ous other makes of flashguns to do a 
similar job.

this particular unit. Rather than go 
into great detail concerning the actual 
adaptation—since you’ll most likely 
want to follow your own ideas here for 
your own particular stereo camera— 
I'll just comment on the different 
points before finishing up by describ- 
ing actual usage of the device. 
Borrowing a trick from the profes- 
sionals, I’ve “forsaken” the super-effi- 
cient, parabolically-designed reflector 
and have gone back to using an al- 
most-flat reflector. About its only real 
purpose—since it’s so flat—is to pre- 
vent the light from the flashbulb from

going directly to the rear. This neces- 
sitates opening up a bit to compensate 
for this scattering of the light, but a 
No. 5 flashbulb is more than powerful 
enough to absorb this. In fact, with a 
flash guide number of 48 (for my own 
unit when using flash filters), J can 
get in to a minimum 2%-foot close- 
ness for a change. Also, in further in- 
terest of scattering the light around— 
which I’m all for—I used a piece of 
steel wool to “dull” the inside shininess 
of the chromed reflector (see arrow 
“F” in photo above). 

Let’s follow through on the photo 
above a moment and I'll describe the 
exact changes made in adapting this 
particular Minute-16 flash unit for use 
with my stereo camera. You can either 
go along exactly or change them 
around to work with your own unit. 
The only really major change was in 
switching around the wiring to fit in 
with the stereo camera synchroniza- 
tion. Originally, the flashgun is de- 
signed to work with its companion, 
the Minute-16 camera, and is wired 
with a single wire (see photo above, 
the “before” photo) that leads to the 
bottom of this camera. The second con- 
nection is made, metal bracket against 
metal camera, by the tie-in where the 
flashgun is clamped against the bot- 
tom of the metal Minute-16 camera. I 
wanted the flash unit still to work

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MODERN STEREO

when it was removed from rigid con- 
tact with my stereo camera, so I 
switched to using a ten-inch ordinary 
110-volt double electric wire. After a 
bit of searching in the camera stores, 
I came across the perfect connection 
(arrow “G”’, page 50) to fit into the 
flash-synchronization-shoe on top of 
my Realist. Called the Unicord Flash- 
Shoe Attachment (Catalog No. 2723), 
it’s made by Graflex Inc., Rochester 8, 
New York, and sells for about $2.25. 
The black double wire you see in the 
photo comes as part of it, so it’s only 
necessary to solder one of the two 
wires directly to the metal battery case 
itself (arrow “H,” under the protective 
black tape) and the other to the single 
wire coming directly from the bottom 
of the battery case (arrow “I’’). Don’t 
tape up the soldered connections until 
you actually try the flashgun out on 
the camera. Put a flashbulb in the gun 
socket and then push the Unicord plug 
into the camera’s sync-shoe. If the 
flashbulb goes off immediately when 
you do this, your wiring is backwards, 
so unsolder and switch the wires 
around. Then, it won’t go off until the 
synchronized shutter goes off to ac- 
tivate it. 

To continue with the adaptation... 
I switched the special small-headed 
bracket bolt that came with the unit 
for one of a larger, more “gripable,” 
size (arrow “J”). You can get these 
for a quarter at almost any camera 
store. Then I riveted on a metal “‘stop”’ 
(arrow “K’’) at the point where my 
camera ended on the bracket. It’s not 
absolutely necessary, I suppose, but it 
acts to keep the flashgun from acci- 
dently. pivoting around on the camera 
—throwing it out of line—and there- 
fore is a nice feature to have. Arrow 
“L” merely indicates where the small 
bend in the original bracket was filed 
off, to make for a snug fit of this 
bracket against the stereo camera’s 
bottom-plate. 


How to use 


My wife, Jacqueline, is pretty good 
with a stereo camera herself so I had 
her illustrate how we use the flash- 
gun. The photographs on page 48 
should give you a good idea of its ver- 
satility. Starting at the top, “A” shows 
the flash attachment securely bolted to 
the stereo camera and “aimed” straight 
forward. Nine times out of ten you'll 
most likely take your flash pictures 
this way. To make it extra-easy, I rub- 
ber-cemented a flash exposure table to 
the back of the camera so as not to 
slow myself down with figuring. With 
the Minute-16 flashgun, adapted as 
described, and with a No. 5 flashbulb 
in the gun and flash filters over the 
stereo lenses, a flash guide number of 
48 should be about right. Just divide 
all your flashbulb-to-subject distances 
in feet into this number to find the 
proper lens-openings for a normal in- 
terior. Naturally, if this doesn’t work 
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out quite perfectly with your own 
equipment, change the flash number of 
48 up or down to correspond. 

Occasionally, if you wish to exercise 
a bit of control over the modeling of 
your lighting or if you wish to remove 
the flash from the camera a bit more 
to avoid “pink-eye” when shooting -in 
subdued light, hand-holding the flash- 
gun as in “B” is recommended. You'll 
positively never get “pink-eye” under 
any conditions with the flash held this 
way. 

A number of possibilities are avail- 
able when you unbolt the flash attach- 
ment from the camera and hand-hold 
it. “C” illustrates a form of bounce 
flash that comes in extremely handy 
when you’re trying to cover a wide- 
range area without pouring too much 
light on the foreground objects and 
under-exposing those in the back- 
ground. By tilting the reflector back- 
wards and bouncing a good portion of 
the light off the ceiling—as well as 
aiming to let just a little come straight 
from the camera position—you can 
even up the entire exposure, front to 
rear. This takes a bit of practice, 
though . . . to judge exposure. 


Without a reflector 


Another handy feature is in being 
able to remove the flash reflector. This 
makes the taking of the ultra-close- 
ups as described in last month’s column 
a very simple matter, with the SM 
flashbulb being held just as shown in 
“D.” As explained last month, remem- 
ber to switch to clear SM flashbulbs, 
use sunshades around the camera 
lenses and otherwise follow the few 
precautions outlined for this close-ups 
procedure. Finally, with the flash re- 
flector off as in “E” (the tripod is 
optional, I just wanted to get Jackie 
out from behind the camera), you have 
another method of bounce flash avail- 
able. Although I don’t use it often, this 
is an invaluable method of single-bulb 
lighting an entire room—including the 
area behind the camera. I use it when 
I’m taking an important stereo that in- 
cludes a reflection in a large mirror 
which also shows the room behind me. 
This behind-the-camera lighting has 
helped me out of an impossible spot 
more than once, and quite superbly 
so, I might add. Again, this takes a 
bit of practice but it’s worth the know- 
ing. Try opening up half a stop or so 

. « and if the flashbulb reflection- 
flare is going to show in the mirror, 
merely tape an “appropriate” picture 
from a large-sized magazine to the 
mirror at that spot. 

And so on! Now for the simplest 
manner of carrying the flashgun. Just 
break it down into its component parts 
(bracket, battery case and reflector) 
and carry it t way. If you can get 
yourself a smali‘leather or cloth carry- 
ing bag, so much the better. The dis- 
assembly makes it easy to carry it in 
your pocket or anywhere else that’s 
convenient, and ten seconds of re-as- 
sembly will put you back in business 
... ready for anything.—THE END

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PICTURES TELL ITS HISTORY 


WHAT IS FLASH photography to the average man? Is it only the symbol of 
the press photographer: crime, sports, politics, disaster? Or is it the picture 
which could not exist without the aid of flash—photographs in mines, the 
interiors of cathedrals, portraits, etc.? Many people do not realize that 
flash also played an important role in the development of the documentary 
school. These visual comments on human conditions in turn have been re- 

| sponsible for starting some of our major social reforms, the elimination 

§ of child labor, of many city slums, aid to migrant workers and dust-ridden 
farmlands. Since the turn of the century, as techniques continued to be re- 
fined, another aspect developed: pictures contained not only social com- 
ment, but aesthetic qualities as well. Sometimes the news event, but more 
often the social comment, was combined with artistic expression. Some 
photographers who re-created a scene added something of their own feel- 

ings and values to it. Meanwhile, flash pictures became a family 

affair. Now nearly every family has an amateur photographer 

who, with the simplest flash-equipped camera, can record family 

activities. Compared to their strapping predecessors, many mod- 

ern flashbulbs are tiny and can be easily handled by the amateur. 

He, then, is equipped to create light wherever he wants to make 

a picture: after dark in his home town, or inside the high school 

gym. The amateur can make a news-type picture, a social com- 

ment—or a work of art. The fifty-five-odd years of flash pictures 

reviewed here are marked by growth—in style, and in picture 


content. From the early days of flash powder (which relatively few BETTMAN ARCHIVE 
people used) to this, the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 


flashbulb (which most photographers use), the techniques 
of flash use have been mastered. Flashbulbs and press 
camera permitted topical events to be photographed and 
transferred to the presses the very same day. Because of 
news pictures, many people have asked questions and 
have learned much about politics, commerce, education 
and foreign affairs. What of the flashbulb’s future? 
Great pictures have been made because of flash. Many 
more can be made which could not come into existence

AT THE TURN OF THE CENTURY: FLASHPOWDER LIT THE SCENE 


The turn of the century was an era of transition and con- 
trast. In New York, gentlemen and laborers shared the 
same brass footrail in many bars; Teachers College wom- 
en puffed and stretched in their new, brightly varnished 
gym; freckle-faced ruffians slouched behind night school 
desks; and while peddlers settled into cellar holes for 
supper, many families gratefully relaxed in gas-lit tene- 
ment homes. Conditions of the city impressed such men 
as Jacob Riis and Percy Byron, photographers and social 
commentators of their time. Riis was a documenter of the 
poor; Byron, more often, the rich. Occasionally an un- 
known photographer made a news shot such as the Tri- 
angle Fire, far right. Bliztlichtpulver, or flashpowder, 
invented in Germany in 1887, was a powerful combina- 
tion of powdered magnesium, potassium chlorate and 
antimony sulphide which, when ignited, gave a blinding 
flash of light. It was quite sufficient, despite the smoke 
that resulted, to illuminate the tenement alley or Fifth 
Avenue parlor. An £/6.3 lens was “fast” then, but it was 
usually quite sharp and registered truly the sordid and 
elegant details that were lit up by a flash charge. News- 
papers had learned how to reproduce photographs; but the 
public was yet to be satiated daily with disaster and gore. < 3 Oe,

SUFFRAGE, THE FIRST WORLD WAR, 
LINDBERGH, THE BLAZING TWENTIES 


Not only did newspapers publish more and more pictures, 
but the types of pictures were changing considerably. News 
photographers were not uncommon and, armed with flash- 
powder, they covered the events of the day. Political issues, 
“signs of the times,” movie stars and public heroes all turned 
up in newsprint. Women got the vote; there was a World 
War; President Wilson went to Buckingham Palace; skirts 
went up, morals down; a woman could smoke, drink and 
dance the Charleston! Stars like Pickford began to have the 
Hollywood-style publicity pictures that we know all too well 
today. Lindbergh, conqueror of the Atlantic, was publicly 
cheered in Tokyo, and Peaches Heenan and Daddy Brown- 
ing were principals in one of the most publicized lawsuits 
ever. News pictures were not particularly artistic, but they 
meant that the public could look at diversified news events. 
In 1929, another German idea, the aluminum foil-filled bulb, 
was another thrust in the growth of the news photograph.

IN THE THIRTIES, DEPRESSION: 
AN ERA OF SOCIAL COMMENT 


Flash powder in the thirties had become passé. At- 
tached to the camera, a flashgun and bulb replaced the 
ornery, often dangerous powder that was so difficult to 
manage and often awkward to use. It was no longer nec- 
essary to use the open shutter technique because the 
new flash was synchronized with the shutter. The flash- 
bulb was taken up quickly by newsmen, and during the 
stock market crash investigation in 1933, J. P. Morgan, 
made the victim of a publicity stunt, posed with a 
midget on his knee for newsmen to photograph. Those 
photographers who worked for the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration often used flash in compiling what is un- 
doubtedly one of the most important picture records 
in the history of photography. As Jacob Riis docu- 
mented New York slums, FSA photographers, directed 
by Roy Stryker and including Dorothea Lange, Walker 
Evans, Arthur Rothstein, Ben Shahn, Russell Lee, Carl 
Mydans, Gordon Parks, among others, documented 
rural America, its migrant workers and squalid living 
conditions. The photograph at once became informa- 
tion which could be used and studied in a program of 
rehabilitation. Pieced together, the collection of FSA 
photographs gave a giant mural of this country from 
1935-1942. The grubby, dimly-lit shacks, the haggard 
eyes of mothers with too many children and too little 
food were not intended as sensational independent 
newsphotos. But each photograph was part of a larger 
story. Moreover, the pictures produced by the FSA pho- 
tographers were not unkind—unless daring to picture 
subhuman living conditions is unkind. Dignified, 
straightforward and sympathetic, their pictures carried 
a “universal” message about the struggles of men. 
Similar qualities exist in the work of Margaret Bourke-

White who in the middle thirties photographed the im- 
poverished South and who, with Erskine Caldwell, 
produced the book, You Have Seen Their Faces. For her, 
flash was not simply an occasional supplementary light 
source used on the camera. She used flash often—plac- 
ing it artfully and carefully—to model the subject or 
bring out a particular quality or mood in the scene. Cur- 
rently, because of mechanical developments (extension 
units, multiple flash) flash off-the-camera and bounce- 
flash have greatly supplemented the old direct flash tech- 
nique which only a few photographers in the thirties 
thought to vary. By the end of the thirties, numerous 
news photographers, meeting daily deadlines, crackled 
their flashbulbs in order to pass murders, accidents—or 
civic and political events and strikes—along to the front 
page of the next edition. Often these photographers 
educated; sometimes they made works of art.

IN THE FORTIES: WAR, ROULETTE, RITA, 
DIAMONDS AND EXPERIMENTS 


Many photographers went off to the Second World War, but rela- 
tively few flashbulbs went with them. With the development of the 
compact miniature camera, fast lenses and faster film, it was usu- 
ally wiser to leave bulky flash equipment behind. However, some 
“great” flash shots—like Ray Platnick’s Coffee for the Conquerors 
of Engebi Island, left, made below decks on a Coast Guard ship 
in 1944—were sent home. There, in New York City (and later, 
Hollywood), the news photographer and flash man, Weegee (bot- 
tom right), made famous pictures and two important books, 
Naked City and Weegee’s People. In some ways, news pictures had 
become even more raw and ruthless, and Weegee was never one 
not to make an exposure of a bloody scene. But much of his work— 
stirring, compassionate, fun-poking—done in the forties, suggests 
something beyond the news “moment.” He, too, has had a great 
deal to say about people and their emotional reactions. A familiar 
virtue of flash—that it can catch a spontaneous visual expression 
of an emotion—carried into the picture story which was seen in- 
creasingly in the “Sunday Sections” of national newspapers, and 
in several popular “picture” magazines. Such expressions could 
be nailed on the spot, whether they originated with Rita Hayworth, 
emanated from an arch Daughter of the American Revolution, or 
were provoked by that tease game of chance, roulette, in hospitable 
Las Vegas where residents sat out the six weeks’ “cure.” The pub- 
lic was ever curious. The magazines brought it stories in the 
shorthand of pictures—stories about movie actresses, events of

national interest, or simply familiar stories about people 
like themselves. Simultaneously, amateur snapshooters 
were recording their own family events. Flash could be 
adapted even to a simple fixed-focus camera, which meant 
that Baby’s plunge into his first birthday cake was frozen 
on film across the country every day. For the most part, 
family snapshooting with flash was strictly on-the- 
camera, glaring and harsh. But sentimental scenes were 
preserved nonetheless. By the end of the forties, one 
function of many pictures became increasingly apparent. 
Photographs could influence the viewer, make him feel 
angry or happy or sad. In war-time we saw the enemy 
soldier’s brutal scowl, threatening gesture or other sign 
of cruelty. Photographed in police stations, gangsters 
looked overly-sullent and dangerous. A religious “crack- 
pot” could be made to look like a fool; a child lost, and 
found, stimulated many tears and smiles. In reporting 
such news events in pictures, which often only the flash- 
equipped press photographer could do, he was largely re- 
sponsible for the innuendo and silent comment. The easy 
platitude that pictures speak for themselves may have 
some truth, but the good photographer knows that tech- 
niques—the camera angle, the handling of light—have 
much to do with the message the picture carries. The 
high camera angle that belittles the subject seldom flat- 
ters a scoundrel. The low angle, on the other hand, 
can exaggerate the subject’s proportions; even the 
physically small-sized public hero can be pictured as a 
tower of strength. News photographers soon learned that 
photographic techniques could influence public opinion. 
Thus, in the forties, reporters were using flash more 
creatively, with more imagination; the snapshooters were 
hard at it in the home. In New York, Berenice Abbott 
photographed the pattern of soap bubbles, lighted by 
flash, making a scientific picture which happened to be 
a beautiful design, too.

IN THE FIFTIES: FLEETING HUMOR 
AND A FINAL COMMENT 


Although many professionals were turning in their 
flashguns for electronic flash units, memorable pic- 
tures were still made in these early fifties by quick- 
witted photographers with their flashguns and cameras. 
Ike’s well-known expression after receiving word of 
MacArthur’s resignation, the preelection Stevenson 
shoe are among them. Pets have always been a source 
of interest, and the touching puppy rescue (left) has 
it over most animal pictures. 

Since the beginning of flash, it has been used for the 
most part simply to illuminate the subject directly so 
that a reasonable negative—and recognizable pic- 
ture—would result. Consequently, the flash shot often 
is characterized by harsh, glaring light and abrupt 
deep shadows. But many photographers have learned 
how to diffuse flash light, to obtain excellent model- 
ing and natural tonal gradations. In his Wake, right, 
from the Spanish Village Series, W. Eugene Smith has 
mastered the flash technique. It is much more impor- 
tant, however, that he has accomplished other ends: in 
a single picture he has reported an event and made a 
sympathetic comment on human emotions that accom- 
pany it. The combination of excellent technique and 
his sensitive manner of interpreting the subject has 
made a picture of great beauty. Here is art. Great 
pictures have been made both because of flash, and in 
spite of it. Will the flashbulb in the rest of the fifties, 
or sixties, simply be confined to Baby’s birthday party? 
Or will it be used to report, to comment, to make a 
moving work of art?—-THE END

1. STRAIGHT FLASH. Most novice photographers start out 
with this technique as it’s easiest. It creates shadows 
directly behind subject, provides flat even illumination 
across skin and dress, gives little modeling or detail. 


2. OFF CAMERA. Flash held away from lens position on an 
extension produces longer shadows, more roundness in 
face, brings out features such as cheeks most dramat- 
ically. It’s not good for poor complexions, however.

YOUR FLASH PICTURES! 


SEALED WITHIN a tiny glass envelope is the wherewithal 
to make pictures possible anywhere, at any time—in- 
expensively, efficiently and quickly. With flashbulb, un- 
lit scenes can be lit to show every detail and texture. 
Flash can create any mood, highlight features. Enough 
flashbulbs for a whole picture taking session can often 
be stored in a pocket. And these flashbulbs are a great 
boon to the photographer with a slow film or a camera 
with a moderate lens opening. He needn’t spend money 
on a highly expensive, fast lens (which won’t deliver the 
detail of flash anyhow). All he needs is. flash. That is, 
almost all he needs is flash. For besides the very mate- 
rial things like camera, flashgun and bulbs, the photog- 
rapher who wants top results must have the knowledge 
of what will happen when the flashbulb goes off. How 
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will it affect skin texture, where will the shadows be, 
can it control facial modelling properly? These are ques- 
tions to which the photographer must have the answer 
before he trips the shutter and the bulb goes off. It’s just 
too late later. There are two distinct types of flash- 
knowledged photegraphers. We all start out as novices, 
shooting without the slightest idea of what the results 
will actually be like. Sometimes we’re pleased, often 
disappointed—the picture would have been better if a 
shadow had been placed here or eliminated there. Un- 
fortunately many users of flash stay in this bracket for- 
ever. They never get the real pleasure, the surefootedness 
from flash. They never get into the second group, those 
who have shot so much flash they can automatically judge 
what will happen under almost any given circumstance. 




















3. WALL BOUNCE. Less dramatic but still effective for 
obtaining roundness. The differences between highlight, 
shadow areas are less than with flash off camera, and 
note that the shadows are not as heavily defined. 


Few get into this class anyhow, unless they are profes- 
sionals who work with flash, day in, day out. But there’s 
a short cut for the amateur or professional who’s willing 
to spend a little time and effort. In fact this article is in- 
tended primarily for him, so he can learn just how flash 
does act under different circumstances and with various 
subjects. By learning beforehand, he can not only save 
a lot of good shots from the wastebasket but also save 
money on wasted flashbulbs and film. This photographer 
can find out a great deal about what will occur if he uses 
his flash on the camera, off the camera or bounces the 
light from his flash from a wall or ceiling—without do- 
ing it. On page 110 Mopern has assembled a good num- 
. ber of strictly mechanical hints for better flash, to make 
your equipment more versatile, to prevent loss of bulbs 
due to inefficient handling. On these four pages Peter 
Gowland, a long-time professional flash user, has as- 
sembled 12 useful photographs. He’s taken three com- 
mon flash subjects photographed around the home, a 
girl, a baby and a group shot, and has documented ex- 
actly what results can be expected from four different 
uses of flash, straight flash, flash held off the camera, 
flash bounced from a nearby wall and flash bounced 
from a ceiling. Shadows change, facial contours seem to

change, detail in skin and clothing texture differ, the 
entire mood of a picture can be altered. Gowland’s 12 
pictures, all shot with a moderately priced twin-lens 
reflex camera, Plus-X film and No. 5 bulbs, will provide 
you with a full flash technique chart for your own use. 
When you're shooting direct flash or flash off the cam- 
era, follow the guide numbers and instructions for using 
them on the back of the flashbulb envelope. Bounce flash, 
from wall or ceiling, is a bit trickier, depending on the 
distance of the wall from the subject, the height of the 
ceiling and the color which wall or ceiling is painted. If 
you have a fairly light wall and your subject is fairly close 
to it, try halving your direct flash exposure. For an aver- 
age ceiling, 10 feet or less, use one quarter of the normal 
direct flash. These are only rough starting approxima- 
tions. A few test shots should solve the bounce exposure 
problem in your own home. Sometimes it’s difficult to 
produce enough bounce flash for a good exposure— 
especially for color. Try this: put your flash on a long 
cord and attach it, facing ceilingwards, to the top of a 
hatrack or tall standing lamp. This will get it close to 
the ceiling, producing more light on the subject. Also 
it will keep the lamp-to-ceiling distance constant. Learn 
to use all types of flash. It will pay off.—c. D. ROWLAND 
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5. DIRECT FLASH. Babies have pudgy, round faces which 
do not photograph best with direct flash. You’ll want to 
get as much roundness into your picture as possible. Here 
face looks almost like cardboard cutout, shadow detracts. 


9. DIRECT FLASH. Direct flash will light a small family 
group evenly, if flatly. Often ceiling bounce can’t be used 
when ceiling is too distant.

HERE’S HOW TO BUY A 





FLASHBULBS, in a well designed flashgun, offer the most 
compact, powerful, dependable, versatile, artificial light 
source for general photography. Because millions of 
amateurs realize this, flashbulb manufacture is a major 
industry. And for every bulb that’s flashed, there has 
to be a flashgun of some kind to set it off. Question: 
what’s the best flashgun for you to buy, and how do 
you go about choosing it? 

There’s no single, simple answer to that question. 
But there is a simple principle to keep in mind which 
will lead you to the right answers. That principle is: 
pick your flashgun according to your needs, go for the 
features most suited to the type of work you will have 
to do, make utility the criterion. 


What makes a flashgun? A flashgun consists of a 
series of individual components, each with its own ad- 
vantages and limitations, brought together to make a 
unit which is the sum of all the favorable and unfavor- 
able features of its parts. 

These essential components are: A socket to hold the 
flashbulb; a reflector to make efficient use of the light 
from the bulb; electrical power to ignite the lamp; a 
housing to hold the power supply and internal wiring; 
connectors to make a circuit between the flashgun and 
the shutter synchronization contacts; some type of 
bracket or other means of attaching the flashgun to the 
camera. There is a bewildering variety of each of these 
components—the drawings illustrate a few of them. And 
the possible combinations of various kinds of components 
add up to a wild profusion of flashgun designs. 

Our purpose here will be to point out the reasons why 
some components are made the way they are, indicate 
some features which by their very nature are desirable 
or undesirable, and set up standards by which you can 
decide whether or not a particular flashgun feature is 
necessary or undesirable for your purposes. 


The all-important reflector: The reflector is the heart 
of the flashgun. On its performance, more than any 
other factor, depends the efficient use of the flashbulb. 
The light output of a bulb is determined by the manu- 
facturer when he packs a set amount of aluminum foil 
into the bulb. How much of this light reaches the sub- 
ject area, and its distribution after it gets there, is de- 
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termined by the design of the reflector and the nature 
of its reflecting surface. 

Here are a few basic principles involved in the opera- 
tion of a reflector. Knowing these, you will be in a better 
position to make a more suitable choice. 

Let us begin by placing a flashbulb in a socket with- 
out a reflector and setting it off. The light emitted 
from the lamp will go in all directions, almost equally. 
A subject area will receive only a fraction of the light 
and the efficiency will be very low. (However, where it 
is desirable to fill a room with soft, even light, bare 
bulb flash is an extremely useful technique. Fast films 
and lenses permit excellent results, despite the “ineffi- 
cient” lighting. ) 

If now a large, flat mirror is placed behind the lamp 
the light distribution will be changed. The mirror will 
reflect practically all the light leaving the rear of the 
lamp and the subject area in front of the lamp will re- 
ceive more light. Note that the reflection is not very 
selective. The reflected light will fall over the entire area 
in front of the lamp, whereas the camera lens receives 
light from only a limited angle. (This also is a worth- 
while technique to remember, to distribute nondirec- 
tional light, the grand-daddy of modern “bounced” flash.) 

In order to increase the amount of light on the sub- 
ject, the reflecting surface must in some way converge 
or focus the light rays over a more limited angle. This 
is done by curving the reflector. Early curved reflectors 
were quite primitive. In most cases they were spherical 
in curvature, quite small, and not very efficient. They 
were made with a low degree of curvature (that is, a 
small section of a very large sphere) and had a typical 
“dishpan” appearance. The dishpan reflector or a modi- 
fication of it may be used today in portable units since 
its low curvature makes it more portable. 

The most efficient shape for the reflector is the para- 
bolic. This reflector has a deeper curve and is similar 
to those used in automobile headlamps. The bulb is set 
rather deep into the reflector so that most of the light 
leaving the bulb is thrown forward over the subject area. 
However, the improved efficiency of the parabolic re- 
flector may lead to a possible drawback. The concentra- 
tion of light over the subject area restricts the angle of 
light coverage. If a wide-angle lens is used it may be 
found that the corner of the negative is not well illumi- 
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nated. Since wide-angle lenses have decreased illumina- 
tion in the corners for optical reasons, the total effect may 
be disastrous. The Leica flash units, which fold up for 
carrying, have a rather shallow reflector curve. This may 
reduce the efficiency a bit but is recommended to cover the 
wider field of the 35mm Summaron or equivalent lenses. 


What size reflector? In general larger reflectors are 
more efficient than small ones. However, small bulbs 
achieve good efficiency with relatively small reflectors. 
Most modern flash units come with a 5-inch parabolic 
reflector for bayonet base lamps. The medium screw base 
lamps, such as the Sylvania Press 40, should have a 
larger reflector. Thus, in addition to a 5-inch reflector, 
a 7-inch reflector is available for the Graflite gun for 
use with medium base bulbs. The combination of the 
7-inch reflector and a larger bulb, like the GE #22, 
will provide double the illumination of the five-inch 
reflector with the GE #5 lamp. However, virtually all 
amateur flash work can be done with bayonet base bulbs. 
If more light is needed, an extension is better than 
simply using a big bulb. 


Polished or satin finish? Properly designed polished 
reflectors are most efficient. Each tiny area of a curved 
mirror should act as a small plane mirror. The curva- 
ture of the mirror adjusts the angles of reflection of the 
mirror elements so that they all contribute to the sub- 
ject illumination. Unless these mirror elements are shiny 
(like an ordinary mirror) they cannot do a good job of 
reflecting the light. 

Improperly designed parabolic reflectors may have 
“hot spots” rather than even illumination, and since a 
satin finish minimizes the hot spotting effect, satin- 
finished reflectors have been quite popular. Today there 
‘is a trend back to polished reflectors. However, films 
are now so fast that an ultra-efficient reflector may be- 
come a problem, particularly for close-ups. There is 
much in favor of the satin-finished reflector despite its 
theoretically lower efficiency. 


How is it mounted? Most modern flashguns are de- 
signed for one size bulb—the overwhelming majority for 
the bayonet base midgets. Since the placement of the lamp 
in respect to the reflector is (Continued on page 113)

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THE MERE FACT that someone has to compile and publish 
a directory of flash connectors is an indication of the 
chaos existing in this particular facet of photography. 
This is the most complete compilation which has ever 
been published, but it still does not include every type of 
connector which it is possible to find. It does include 
virtually all the important, generally available connectors 
and combinations of connectors, together with a list of 
manufacturers who make the different kinds (see page 
120). Certain lines of cords have not been included, for 
various reasons. For example, if you have a Mendelsohn 
Speedgun, only Mendelsohn cords will connect with it 
properly. There are also a few cords in the design stage 
of which samples could not be had at the time the illustra- 
tion was made. One, for instance, is a connector, Leitz 
M-3 to 26 or 29, made by Spiratone, a highly special-

ized cord which can be used only with that camera. 

This is a simple chart to use. Note that each individual 
type of connector has a number assigned to it. Since a 
connecting cord usually has two ends, any cord can be 
identified by identifying the two ends. Thus a cord with 
a Heiland solenoid connection on one end and a house- 
hold plug on the other would be a 12-26 (or 26-12) cord. 
Just look down the list on page 120 and you can find out 
if such a combination is available and who makes it. 
Armed with that kind of information you can go to your 
photo dealer and get the desired cord with the minimum 
difficulty. 

Many of the cord combinations listed on page 120 are 
available made up as coiled cords. Some combinations 
are available as both straight and coiled cords, and some 
only as straight ones.

IN LIGHTING 


Burt Owen explains his techniques 


for using concentrating reflectors, backlight 


reflectors and small spots for fill-ins. 


CONCENTRATING REFLECTOR: A model’s eyes are 
often the focal point of a picture. Bury them in shade and 
your shot is ruined. If the sun is behind your model or 
at the side where it can’t illuminate the subject’s eyes, 
use a concentrating reflector. Take the foil from a 
number of cigarette film packages and rubber cement 





them, shiny side upwards, to a 16 x 20 in. sheet of card- 
board. Catch the sun’s rays and angle your reflector 
board until it shines the light directly into the model’s 
eyes. My exposure here was 1/100 at £/8 with Plus-X 
film in a Rolleiflex. Actually, models seldom look good 
facing the sun. Try facing them away and use a reflector. 











FILL-IN SPOT: Windowlight 
used indoors gives you nice, 
even lighting. Suppose, though, 
you want to highlight some part 
of your picture, a hand, an in- 
animate object, or, as in this 
case, an eye and nose? You can 
use a small focusing spotlight of 
about 125-watts as a spotlight. I 
have an Inkie-Dinkie (no long- 
er made), but there are plenty 
of other good makes. Concen- 
trate the light where you want it 
and then move the light back 
and forth, or change the light 
focus until you’re covering the 
area you want. A reflecting-type 
meter will help you balance the 
artificial and natural light for 
different effects. I shot with a 
4 x 5 Super D Graflex with 
190mm Optar lens and 120 roll 
film back, at £/5.6, 1/30. 


BACKLIGHT REFLECTOR: 
You don’t have to place refléc- 
tors outside the piciure area. | 
used a diffused reflector here 
(foil pasted on board, dull in- 
stead of shiny-side out) for a 
background to this semi-silhou- 
ette. I threw the light from a 
spot onto the reflector which 
was 3 ft. behind the model. The 
reflected ‘ight transilluminated 
the rose, gave the model a clean, 
sharp profile. The light on the 
model came from a window be- 
hind her head. Exposure with 
the Super D Graflex was £/5.6 
at 1/10 sec. Actually, by print- 
ing this negative on various 
grades of paper and varying the 
enlarging time, I could get any- 
thing from a complete silhouette 
to a front-illuminated portrait.

want to improve your outdoor portraits? 


A TEACHER TELLS HOW

HOW SUCCESSFUL are your sunlit portraits? Probably no 
outdoor situation offers a wider variety of illumination 
than bright sun. But you have to know how to handle this 
potentially harsh light—what to do about squint, un- 
flattering shadows, dark eye sockets. So here are some 
techniques taught to students at Brooks Institute of Pho- 
tography, Santa Barbara, California, which you can use 
to make better pictures. Try them next time you set out 
to make a sunlit picture of your favorite model. 

The first step is to recognize basic types of outdoor 
lighting. Find out where the shadows fall in different 
lighting situations. Watch out for dark eye sockets and bad 
nose shadow when the sun is high and in front of your sub- 
ject. In midmorning, or midafternoon when the sun is to 
the side at a 45-degree height, make sure the shadow area 
on one side of the face isn’t too large. With backlight, 
notice how the subject’s face is invariably in shade. 

Brooks Institute students who made these “before and 
after” pictures faced three typical shooting situations. So 
let’s see just what mistakes they made and how they cor- 
rected them. Take set-up number one. This involved using 
background to add to the composition of the portrait. 
Students chose picturesque steps on the Brooks Institute 
campus as their location. But the first picture (center shot, 
lejt) came out with confusing helter-skelter background 
lines and splotchy black shadows on the model’s face. The 
next photograph (bottom, left) is better because students 
moved the model farther down the steps and shot from a 
high angle to show a uniform background. Changing the 
model’s pose so her eyes would look in the same direction 
as the background lines, strengthened composition and 
eliminated some deep facial shadows. Finally, a diffused 
reflector held to one side softened the remaining face 
shadows. 

What do you do when sky and foliage form the back- 
ground, and you’re shooting with backlight (see column 
of pictures near right)? Well, here’s what students did 
on their first try (center picture), and it has many common 
faults: no picture relationship between subject and back- 
ground, a stiff pose, and a gray face caused by shooting 
without a fill light to balance the sun. To correct this, the 
instructor suggested several simple techniques: 1) change 
the pose and have the model raise her arm in a natural ges- 
ture to break up the tree-top line which cuts across the 
picture, 2) place a reflector so it throws light into shadow 
areas of the face. You could (Continued on page 101) 


































is common in outdoor portraiture. However, student’s 
stiffly posed photograph, below, with grayed out face 
doesn’t capture the charm of the model or situation. 


Try for a natural pose as below, and place model so 
part of her form diminishes the force of a tree-top line 
cutting across the picture. If you want to work with 
backlight use a reflector for fill-in illumination. 























Set-up number three. You may want to throw a garden 
background out of focus as below. But make sure 
shrubs don’t grow out of yor model’s head, and 
that her face isn’t in harsh and ugly shadow.

Is this month’s Discovery, Hiro Wakabayashi, 
justified in tampering with the “rules” of 
accepted darkroom techniques? Is it valuable 
that he occasionally and deliberately uses paper 
developer for film in order to exaggerate grain? 
Or that he sometimes throws a sharp image 
out of focus during enlarging? We think so. 
Wakabayashi’s experiments are planned ven- 
tures rather than haphazard guesses, and un- 
like many photographers, artists or writers, he 
is astoundingly self-critical of the results. “I 
experiment a lot,” he says, “and I feel I must 
decide for myself whether I have been suc- 
cessful or not.” Darkroom variations and a 
great variety of subjects often give a far bet- 
ter. basis for comparison and judgment of 
“taste” than a single approach to a limited 
subject range. 

Wakabayashi’s favorite subject is people. He 
catches them on the run (literally, above), 
yet is willing to pose them for portraits. Some- 
times he and his subject will collaborate to 
make a joke such as the thoroughly good- 
natured satire on a picture by Cartier-Bresson, 
right. In inanimate (Continued on page 123) 


























Can you keep a model from freezing before 
your camera? Howard Zieff shows you why 


POSING IS 
NOT POSING 


THERE'S NOTHING so unnerving to a model as having a 
camera pointed in her direction—if she’s not used to 
it. There, cornered by a lens and film, she will squirm, 
become self-conscious of every finger movement, ex- 
pression or body line. Your resulting pictures will look 
awkward, unnatural—and very posed. But they don’t 
have to—if you follow the advice of Howard Zieff, a 
young professional photographer whose natural, happy, 
unposed-looking subjects have almost become his trade- 
mark in commercial illustrations. 


The untrained model 


“If you’re not using a professional model, you’ve 
got to win the girl’s confidence,” advises Zieff. “Put the 
camera away. Go to some location with the girl alone— 
as if you were having a date with her. If she doesn’t 
enjoy your company, you’re not going to get good pic- 
tures. So find that date atmosphere. Talk to her until 
she forgets that your real purpose is to take pictures. 
Keep her animated—and all the time, study her face for 
varied expressions you can put to use later.” 

Even on a commercial job, such as the one for Helena 
Rubinstein, Inc., for which these color shots were made, 
Zieff follows his routine. When possible, he goes on 
location with the girl alone. The presence of assistants, 
stylists, or prop carriers doesn’t help a girl feel re- 
laxed. So Zieff recommends leaving all behind and 
going out, when possible, with nothing more than the 
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model, a few changes of clothing, camera, film, and 
exposure meter. With a minimum of fuss, he can turn 
out six quite different, lively pictures of the same girl. 
The techniques and equipment are within the easy reach 
of anyone. Here’s how Zieff worked to get the three pic- 
tures opposite: 

The day was bright but overcast. Zieff and model 
Teddy Ayer set out for the beach. Costume changes 
amounted to one bathing suit and a beach jacket, plus 
beach umbrella, a hat, a scarf, sunglasses, beach toy, 
portable radio, and a few oddments—including a Rollei- 
flex and Ektachrome film. Zieff has two general plans 
of work—he sometimes poses subjects completely, or 
he runs through an animated conversation with them, 
sees some pose, movement and expression he likes, and 
then asks the model to repeat it if she can. 


Using the model’s pose 

Zieff moved in to about five feet for the picture at 
top left, on opp. page. He maneuvered until he had 
Teddy in the middle of the picture yet still included a 
part of the umbrella for added interest. What to do 
about the horizon line? As it existed, it cut directly 
through Teddy’s face. By using a relatively wide aper- 
ture, £/4 at 1/50 sec., Zieff threw it sufficiently out of 
focus so that it wouldn’t interfere-with the picture. The 
overcast weather made the color differentiation be- 
tween sea and sky less than it would be on a clear day,

further helping to eliminate the sharp transition line. 
Zieff left Teddy much on her own—watched her care- 
fully. The head tilted down with hand raised to hold 
the hat, and eyes closed, was her own natural pose. Zieff 
liked it, felt it had a “nice, soft quality,” asked her to 
repeat it, and snapped the picture. 

“A head and shoulders pose such as this,” remarks 
Zieff, “is particularly good when working with a girl 
who’s liable to be camera shy. If you start off taking 
full-length shots, novice models often feel self-conscious 
about the position of their feet and legs. By getting 
closer, you can establish a more direct relationship with 
the girl and remove at least part of her problems of 
camera shyness.” 


? 


Using a snapshot pose 


Zieff feels that the photographer shouldn’t ignore the 
typical box-camera snapshot pose. The model curled over 
the water toy’s back is a stock pose. Whether or not it can 
be made to come off depends on the photographer. Late 
in the day when the sun was fairly low, Zieff set Teddy 
on the toy animal, directed her to pose in this typical 
snapshot position. As the sun was low and weak be- 
hind Zieff, it didn’t offer too much chance for eye 
strain. 

“This is a cute, icicle-type snapshot pose,” explains 
Zieff. “To simulate the box-type picture, I used an £/6.3 
opening and kept both subject and background sharp 
as it would be if made with a fixed-focus box camera. 
Although the picture is obviously posed and the model 
obviously knows that she’s being photographed, the pose 
is not strained or ungainly—any pretty girl might 
assume a similar pose as a natural thing.” 


Try conversation 


Face-to-face conversational scenes are a Zieff spe- 
cialty. At a camera-to-subject distance of four feet or 
so, Howard often works at the model’s level, and he 
keeps up a steady stream of two-way conversational 
chatter. The sun was almost directly behind Teddy. A 
careful check of the exposure with an incident-light 
exposure meter indicated a reading of 1/2 sec. at £/4. 
Zieff balanced the Rolleiflex atop a portable radio for 
lack of a tripod, watched expression carefully. Teddy, 
relaxed on an elbow, continued the conversation. Zieff 
released the shutter when Teddy attained the expres- 
sion he liked. 


POSING IS NOT POSING (CONT.) 


The photograph, top left, was made in New York’s 
Central Park—in the zoo cafeteria to be exact. The 
watermelon is a prop, obtainable on the menu. 

“The model was in shade, but backlit,” remarked 
Zieff. “The background, if sharp, would have been con- 
fusing. The umbrella in the background was the only 
prop that was moved. It was placed for additional back- 
ground color. Since the only available illumination was 
backlighting, I used open magazines propped up on 
either side of the camera as reflectors. The metered 
exposure was f/5.6 at 1/25.” 


Edible props help 


The pose? Give a girl a piece of watermelon or simi- 
lar edible prop, and little direction will be needed. Such 
props are particularly successful with models who are 
camera-shy since their attention is often turned from 
the camera to the watermelon or what-have-you-to-eat 
at hand. 

The girl is cute and obviously posed in the picture, 
bottom left. But how about the figure of the bather in 
the distance? If you hold your finger over that part 
of the picture, you'll realize how much it contributes to 
the picture’s effectiveness. Zieff posed him deliberately 
(as we've said, he is always conscious of his back- 
grounds, eliminating or adding to them whenever nec- 
essary). 

“Yes, Teddy is posed, but I’ve tried to pose her in 
an easy and relaxed manner. I was trying to show off 
the hat, so it’s really a lucky coincidence how well it 
separates her head from the wooden structure above.” 
Exposure in the bright shade was 1/25 sec. at £/5.6. 


Know your model 


Zieff is also known for pictures of models with wild, 
zany expressions. But not all models are capable of 
making them. The photograph of Teddy and another 
model, bottom right, was not made actually on assign- 
ment but at a beach picnic a few years ago—‘just for 
fun.” When asked how he achieves a particular pose or 
expression, Zieff will often answer, “Oh, just fooling 
around.” Yet it’s really by observing models such as 
Teddy in unguarded moments, and either shooting the 
picture then or carefully tabulating each expression in 
his memory for possible use at some later time, that 
Zieff has gained his reputation. Posing really isn’t pos- 
ing if you let the model be herself.—THE END 





SHOOTING 


WITH THE 


NEW POLAROID FILM 


HERE’S THE RESULT of bringing together a talented young 
photographer, a Polaroid Land camera, and some Pola- 
roid Professional Pan film, Type 43. Ever since MODERN 
made the first announcement of this remarkable new ma- 
terial (May, 1955), the editors have been running a con- 
tinuing test on it. And we had our troubles. Much of 
the film which was used came from experimental and 
pilot runs—there were six in a roll instead of eight; some 
developer pods were left out, producing fine blanks; some 
rolls were put together backwards. None of this film was 
ever marketed, of course. . 

Nevertheless, out of this assortment of headaches some 
superb photographs appeared from time to time. Now the 
Polaroid Corp. is delivering production quality Type 
43, and it is living up to the promise of the good prints 
made from pilot run films. 

Type 43 is coated on an acetate film base, is panchro- 
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matic, and has an exposure index of 200 in daylight. 
It is capable of producing rich blacks, pure whites, and 
a wide and delicate range of in-between tones. 

Harold Feinstein, who took these pictures, was enthu- 
siastic about the results, but he recorded a number of 
problems. Every time he photographed someone, he had 
to make another right away to give to his subject, and 
then one for his subject’s companion, so his film con- 
sumption went up at an alarming rate. Working out- 
doors on a windy day he was hard put to get the prints 
coated before the dust and bugs got to them. Being a 
35mm man from ’way back he felt some constraint at 
first at being limited to a picture a minute. But he found 
that this sharpened his shooting eye and he began to 
make every shot count. Feinstein’s final verdict: “If 
you’re willing to come to terms with this camera it can 
do great work with the new film.”—J. W.

TRY ONE FLO 


BE GLAD IT’S POURING. Wet weather puts even jet- 
propelled kids on the spot—keeps them confined in the 
house where you can easily reach them with your cam- 
era. All you need is a No. 2 reflector flood to boost day- 
light illumination. Aim your flood at the ceiling (or a 
wall) so light is reflected or “bounced” back over a fairly 
large area. A wall is best if your ceiling is higher than 
normal or isn’t light-colored. When properly placed the 
light should supplement window illumination, soften 
shadows, and permit you to wander quietly around. 

You know your kids best—where they like to play, 
how much they roam around. So figure out lighting possi- 
bilities and exposure beforehand. When your subjects 


seem to be in and out of two rooms almost simultaneously, 
just set up another flood in the second room. Half the 
battle’s won by following a few simple rules: when- 
ever children are in the room, leave the lights alone and 
concentrate on shooting. Be unobtrusive. See what 
happens naturally, then try to catch as much of it as you 
can. Never ask children to pose, or tell them to move 
to a more favorable shooting position. On the technical 
side, you can increase your picture-taking scope by 
using a high speed film such as Eastman Kodak’s Tri-X 
or Ilford HP3. These will permit you to shoot at speeds 
of 1/50 and 1/100 to catch action, the way the pho- 
tographer did in these pictures.—CORA WRIGHT. 








Left. Why do you get a natural light effect here 
as well as in the other two pictures? Because 
bounce light isn’t strong enough to overbalance 
main illumination coming from windows. The 
extra light allows you to shoot without deep 
shadows, at reasonable shutter speeds. Expos- 
ure: 1/100 at £/3.5 with Nikon camera, Kodak 
Tri-X film. Light was bounced off ceiling. 


Opposite page. For natural pictures like this 
one, resist all temptation to fuss with the light 
or direct your subjects. Just keep your camera 
set, and be ready to shoot quickly and quietly.

On being different 


Noodling around for a new idea in pho- 
tographic Christmas cards? O.K., try 
this: For warmer-tone papers, print twice 


the normal exposure, develop normally, 
tone in Kodak Sepia Toner and wash 
thoroughly. Then tone in Kodak Blue 
Toner for about 30 minutes at 90 F. (For 
colder-tone papers, increase the expo- 
sure by only about 20 percent.) This will 
give you a nice reddish tone, real Christ- 
masy.

. put on a processing demonstration 
in the church kitchen... force-dried 
the films...had full-color transparen- 
cies on the screen before the meeting was 
over...and four new members signed 
up for the color section of the club that 
same evening. 

The moral is that you can process 
Ektachrome film, and get full-color 
transparencies, with no more time and 
steps than it normally takes to process 
black-and-white films and make prints. 
Try a couple of rolls of E135 or E828,* 
with a Process Kit E-2, and see for 
yourself.

Dr. Cinema says... 


Get your project ideas on paper before 


trying to put them in front of a camera 


Serious movie makers get the urge, 
sooner or later, to stretch the horizons 
in front of their cameras. Movies 
around the home, vacation fun, and 
even junior can be pretty rough on 
non-members of the family. So, on to 
more ambitious things—the films that 
will capture and hold your audience. 
The road leads right to the project 
film where camera, film, and desire 
aren’t enough. You need an idea. 


Take a look around 


Step outside the door of your house 
and into the community where there 
is a wealth of movie making ideas 
waiting for either the individual or 
club: Safety, sanitation, economic 
life, juvenile delinquency, and many 
other things lend themselves well to 
project-type movie making. Often 
enough, community leaders will co- 
operate in making it possible to get 
the footage you need to tell the story. 
It might be that your town needs more 
playgrounds or street signs. Interested 
groups could be enlisted to smooth the 
way to actual production. 

Another angle is somewhat on the 
inspirational side: Find either an in- 
dividual or an organized group with 
an interesting hobby. In 1951, I com- 
pleted Blades and Sails, a documentary 
covering every phase of canoeing. Be- 
fore the film started, I knew nothing 
about the sport. The film was a Ten 
Best winner in the American Cinema 
League International Contest that 
year. How do you produce a prize win- 
ner from scratch? Probably the most 
important factor is the pre-shooting 
planning that goes into the production. 

Preparation can minimize chances 
for failure, save time, money and film. 
Let’s assume you have an idea. You 
don’t know much about the subject, 
but the possibilities are evident. The 
first task you face is learning enough 
to be able to tell other people about it. 
After that, the planning procedure can 
be broken down to eight steps: 

1. Write a straight narrative. 

2. Decide what is important and work 

out a shooting script. 

3. List every shot and cue it for long, 
medium, semi-closeup, or extreme 
closeup. 

. Make a sketch of scenes requiring 
several props or involved action. 

. Make a list of every prop and loca- 
tion that will be needed. Tie them 
down to time and place. 

6. Determine how long each scene 
should run. 

. Check the footage against the nar-

rative to make sure the story is 

being told. 

8. Keep track of different shots of the 
same scene made simultaneously by 
two or more cameras. Maintain 
separate records for each one. 

In addition to the planning that 
precedes shooting, it might be wise to 
rehearse the people who will take part 
in the film. Keep direction simple and 
to the point. Let your cast do the 
things they normally do in a normal 
way. Keep that relaxed feeling and 
make the film fun for everyone. 

Jumping into a project or documen- 
tary-type film can be frightening. Just 
remember that if you find yourself 
truly interested in what you are doing, 
chances are that other people will be, 
too. 


Sources for ideas 


One way to get an idea is to take 
a look at other project films. Some- 
where within another movie may be 
an idea that you can put to work. 

The Amateur Movie Society of Ber- 
gen County, in New Jersey, made Why 
Should I Fear Cancer, in 1949, for the 
Bergen County Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society. The film, an im- 
portant tool in public education, is still 
used by the Cancer Society for public 
showings on cancer detection. The 
film was also named in the Ten Best 
contest of the Amateur Cinema 
League. 

Many large companies maintain film 
libraries available to clubs and other 
groups. In addition to telling you what 
you like yourself, the films can help 
you develop your critical judgment. 
Don’t view them merely for entertain- 
ment, however. They can tell you a lot 
about story conception, continuity, 
technique, and lighting. 


A good example 


A film you might want to see is 
Pride of Workmanship, produced and 
distributed by the Ford Motor Co. It 
contains many ideas that the amateur 
can put to work. The story itself could 
serve as the format for any film deal- 
ing with a hobby. The movie traces the 
life of a family from the time the group 
first discovers a hobby to the point 
where rewards are reaped. Narration

goes smoothly from first to third per-

of the change—and without lip syn- 
chronization.

Learn from the bad 


Even bad examples of project or 
documentary films can be instructive. 
Watch for things to avoid; shabby 
openings, poor panning, lack of cen- 
tral theme, and loose story structure. 
Observing the technique employed in 
any film can’t but help to enhance the 
amateur’s own product. Often, by ap- 
plying the material at hand, though it 
be limited, he can make up for the lack 
of sound, elaborate sets, or multi- 
lensed cameras. 

In reality, the project film, whether 
undertaken by the individual or club, 
offers a wide, creative latitude. Idea 
sources are almost without number 
and cues on how to go about putting 
the ideas on film are many. 

It might be best to keep the first 
project film simple—something that 
can be done within a short period. It 
could serve as a field project in discov- 
ery—putting ideas to work and at the 
same time learning from experience. 
The first film could be confined to 
within the frame of knowledge of at 
least one individual. Thus, by starting 
off with an understanding of the sub- 
ject to be filmed, time could be devoted 
to other techniques.

new photo books 


THE FAMILY OF MAN, 193 pages, pro- 
fusely illustrated. Published for the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, New York, by the 
Maco Magazine Corp. Price $1. Also, a 
deluxe $10 edition published by Simon 
& Schuster. 

The show is over, in New York at 
least, but its memory lingers on—to 
be criticised, lauded, discussed, and 
argued. Was it the greatest photo- 
graphic exhibition of all time or an 
ethical theme cleverly sugar-coated as 
a photographic show—or both? Now 
the thousands who will not see the 
show, as well as the thousands that did, 
will have a memento of the exhibit— 
which may or may not help settle these 
questions. Size no longer effects the 
visual sorcery as it did in the mu- 
seum. All photographs are contained 
within the limits of a volume 8% x 11 
inches. Gone are the clever three- 
dimensional methods of display. The 
pictures must rest on a two-dimen- 
sional surface to be judged as most 
photographs are judged. Sitting at 
home, the photographic enthusiast can 
leaf through page by page and ponder 
nearly every photo appearing in the 
show—or nearly every one. Some pic- 
tures which were there when this re- 
viewer visited the museum did not ap- 
pear in the book, taking some of the 
sharpness from the original presenta- 
tion. 

Bound, The Family of Man presents 
its theme clearly. Perhaps it makes a 
better picture book than a photo- 
graphic exhibit; it’s easier to appre- 
ciate than a long, foot-wearing exhibi- 
tion through mazes of museum corri- 
dors. 

Now, you can assimilate each pic- 
ture separately, examine it photo- 
graphically, and judge its place in The 
Family of Man. But this, too, will be 
debated and argued. Layout, by Leo 
Lionni, Art Director of Fortune Maga- 
zine, is in the best tradition of clean 
magazine display. Reproduction is far 
better than anyone has a right to ex- 
pect from a $1 book. (There’s also a 
$10 bound edition even more richly 
printed.) Is The Family of Man the 
greatest photographic exhibition ever 
held? Buy the volume and be your 
own judge. But the book does belong 
in the library of anyone even remotely 
interested in photography.—H. K.

also use flash fill-in. But reflectors are 
easy to make out of large pieces of ply- 
wood covered with aluminum foil. For 
softer diffused fill-in the foil should be 
crinkled before being rubber cemented 
to the plywood. 

If you aren’t sure of your lighting you 
may get pictures like the center one in 
the right hand column, page 81. What 
looked like backlighting before ex- 
posure turned out to be top lighting. The 
answer: a simple switch in the model’s 
position to turn the sun into backlight. 
Then a reflector was used as the main 
face illumination to produce a 45-degree 
light. (See photograph bottom right, 
page 81.) 

And now some final tips, based on 
Brooks Institute instruction: develop neg- 
atives carefully so as not to block high- 
lights and cause flat flesh tones. When 
using a reflector take the model into con- 
sideration—smooth aluminum foil may 
blind the subject with glare when the sun 
is strong. Finally, watch your back- 
grounds. Try to use them to help set the 
mood by line, form or tonality. Keep 
them subordinate as in the picture 
shown bottom right, page 81, or they 
may fight for importance with your 
model.—THE END.

Used judiciously, 
straight or curved lines may serve a useful purpose in 
portraits. At the left, a curved strut is a simple but effec- 
tive device that breaks up a large white area (caused 
by daylight coming through the dome of a train’s 
observation car), and forces the viewer’s attention to 
one spot: the boy’s face. Directly at the right, the pho- 
tographer was able to include several interesting straight 
lines by shooting from an extremely low angle. How- 
ever, by being slightly out of focus they are not a jarring 
element and do not distract from the pianist.

by MABEL SCACHERI 


How can you make your club 
grow? Here’s sound advice from 
five different clubs on attracting 
and holding new members. 


What a lot of kind, interesting read- 
ers I have, and how I do thank them 
for practically writing this column for 
me! Not that I am any lazier than 
usual in deciding to give you some 
quotes from lively letters. I just think 
it will be a good idea to offer you 
opinions and suggestions from some- 
body besides me. 

The tidings come from widely scat- 
tered places: Toronto, Canada; Ama- 
rillo, Texas; Salem, Ohio; Teaneck, 
New Jersey; and Arlington, Massachu- 
setts. Let’s start with Amarillo, a spot 
simply packed with wonderful photo- 
graphic subject matter, where Chet 
Szalkowski reports on right and wrong 
ways to obtain new club members. 
“Amarilio,” he says, “is a city of some 
84,000 people and has two camera 
clubs. One operates the wrong way 
and has a small membership. The other 
club of live wires has raised its mem- 
bership in four years from 14 to 574.” 


A set of do’s and don’ts 


Here is one wrong way to go about 
enticing a prospective member, ac- 
cording to Mr. Szalkowski. 

“Say, old boy, why don’t you drop in 
at our next meeting, swell bunch of 
fellows, you’ll have a chance to see how 
we do things,” burbles the club mem- 
ber eagerly. 

“Well, I’d like to see your club. 
When does it meet ?” asks the prospect. 

“Oh, we get together every second 
Friday down at the park,” replies the 
club member. “Next meeting we’ll have 
a big session on triple-toning semi- 
toned toneless prints. Joe read a book 
on it and thinks it’s hot stuff, but we’ll 
straighten him out.” 

So of course the prospective mem- 
ber avoids this meeting frantically. 
Besides, he has no card or memo to re- 
mind him of date and meeting place. 

Another wrong approach is to tell 
the prospect all about the stiff com- 
petition in your club, the super-duper 
abilities of the various members, until 
the guy decides that is no place for an 
Wrong System 
Number Three consists of a dog-eared 
sign tucked away in an obscure corner 
of a camera shop, inviting new mem- 
bers. If the prospective member hap- 
pens to see the sign and asks a clerk 
about it, well, it all depends on wheth- 
er the club members trade in that store

or in the one around the corner. No 
plugs for that club from the clerk if 
the business goes around the corner! 

Now for an intelligently planned 
membership drive as outlined by Mr. 
Szalkowski. 

“See to it that every member takes 
part in the drive,” he urges. “Give 
every prospective member a copy of 
the club’s constitution, a list of the 
club’s activities for the past year and 
of those planned for the coming season, 
and a distinctive card, about 5 x 7 
inches, giving the name of the club, 
meeting place and dates, names and 
addresses of club officers, and space 
for the prospect’s name and the name 
of the member who invited him to join 
the club. Have available a portfolio of 
8 x 10 prints by members, giving kind 
of camera used in a memo on the back. 

“Now, how do you get a list of pros- 
pects? Through personal knowledge 
and tips from friends and camera 
stores. Then the committee phones a 
prospect, tells him they have learned 
of his interest in photography and they 
would like to have him visit their club. 
When would it be convenient for one of 
the members to drop by his house and 
tell him about the club? Of course you 
spring the portfolio on him during that 
visit. If he is married, invite his wife 
to visit the club too, and show her the 
portfolio. If he shows interest, give 
him a card inviting him to the next 
meeting and tell him to present it at 
the door. If he does not show up, check 
by phone and find out why not. Per- 
haps he has no car, and the weather 
was bad. Offer him a lift by the club 
member living nearest him, for the 
following meeting.” 

In other words, do a job of sales- 
manship. And thank you, Mr. Szalkow- 
ski. Mr. S. got so wise on selling be- 
cause he has managed a camera store, 
and I’ll bet it was a big success. 


Advice from up north 

Now spread your wings and we'll 
fly to Toronto, Canada, where the 
Toronto Camera Club had a bad jolt 
last fall. They had to move out of 
quarters they had occupied for 52 
years! But it turned out to be a blessing 
in disguise. They made a favorable 
arrangement with the North Toronto 
Y.M. and Y.W.C.A., which has a fine 
new building with darkrooms and 
meeting rooms, all available at a lower 
cost than the members had been pay- 
ing in their old home. 

For their first meeting in the new

place they collected 20 prints and 30 
slides, had judges score them ahead of 
time, invited guests, hung the prints 
and projected the slides. Then they 
gave everybody a score sheet and let 
them score the prints and slides to see 
who could come closest to the judges’ 
verdict. During the print scoring, the 
members had a chance to chat with old 
friends and recount the happenings of 
their summer vacations. An excellent 
way to handle the inevitable yak-yak 
of the first meetings. Later various 
committee chairmen reported briefly 
on their plans for the coming year, an 
amateur movie was screened, and the 
social committee served sandwiches, 
cake and coffee. Of course it paid off 
in new memberships and payment of 
dues by old members. Thank you, Mr. 
C. W. Pugh of Toronto. 


Three clubs: lots of ideas 


The Salem, Ohio Camera Club is very 
foxy about buttering up the wives of 
the members. A birthday party on 
their first anniversary, with a steak 
dinner at $1.50 per plate—say, tell me 
more about Salem!—and later a pic- 
nic for members, wives, and children, 
with demonstration of using light col- 
ored boards to reflect light for out- 
door pictures. 

This club thinks it does things all 
wrong because it has programs on 
black-and-white pix, color, movies, and 
stereo. Any club which started with 
25 members, ended the year with 56, in 
a town of about 13,000 people, can’t 
be so far wrong, let me tell you, Mr. 
C. H. Juergens, publicity director. 

Bill Messner of Teaneck, N. J., re- 
ports on the doings of the Amateur 
Movie Society of Bergen County, N. J. 

“When contests are conducted, ad- 
vanced members do not enter,” he says, 
“but instead, they encourage begin- 
ners to submit films, help them get 
started, act as judges, and comment 
on just why they awarded the various 
ratings. Advanced members compete 
only in national contests. 

“At each meeting we have a ques- 
tion-and-answer period, and no ques- 
tion is left unanswered, or treated as 
unimportant or ridiculous. If the ques- 
tion cannot be answered from the 
floor, a member is assigned to search 
out the answer and report at the next 
meeting. Reports are made on new 
products and manufacturers are in- 
vited to give demonstrations.” 

Invitation cards are printed up by 
the Powder House Camera Club of 
Arlington, Mass., giving the club 
name, inviting “‘you to attend the next 
meeting.” Place, date and hour are 
given, and a space is left in the center 
of the card to write in, or stamp in, 
the subject of the particular “next 
meeting.” A newspaper photographer 
will speak on such-and-such a date, an- 
other evening is model night, another 
has a talk on filters, another is auction 
night. All excellent ideas!—THE END.

13. CUT DOWN THE AMOUNT OF 
LIGHT reaching your subject to avoid 
washed-out, light picture areas. Just 
place a clean, white handkerchief over 
your reflector before you shoot. A single 
thickness of a standard man’s handker- 
chief cuts light in half (one stop differ- 
ence)—double thickness quarters the 
amount reaching the subject (two stops 
difference). 

14. GET THE FLASH OFF YOUR 


CAMERA. Here’s how to do it, even if 
the electrical contacts of your gun fit

into the camera body. For guns which 
use midget bulbs get a_bayonet-to- 
medium-screw-base adapter (they’re 
available in many electrical supply 
stores). Insert adapter (shown) into re- 
flector and hook up your extension using 
a screw plug. If you have a gun which 
takes medium base socket bulbs, just 
screw the extension plug into the re- 
flector socket. 


15. KEEP YOUR REFLECTOR 
CLEAN so it will reflect light at full 
efficiency. Before you shoot, remove dust 
and smudges using a soft, non-scratching 
polishing cloth. 


16. FOR CANDID SHOTS with ex- 
tension flash hold the gun in your hand, 
either above the camera, or high and 
to one side. This is easy if your firing 
button is on the gun. When it isn’t, pre- 
focus and preset camera with gun at 
on-the-camera position. Then just before 
making the shot remove the gun and 
hold it so you'll get some modeling on 
the subject’s face. 


17. BE ON THE SAFE SIDE. Always 
use a plastic safety shield over your re- 
flector, particularly for closeups. Bulbs 
rarely explode, but this way you’re pro- 
tected just in case one does. 


18. IF YOU'RE GOING ON A TRIP 


-and will be away from stores, take a 


spare battery or set of batteries along 
with you. It’s a precaution which often 
pays off. , 

19. CHECK THE CONTACT POINT 
on the base of your bulb. If it looks 
tarnished, polish it up with an abrasive

such as a piece of fine sandpaper. This 
will assure you of good electrical con- 
tact. For convenience just glue a small 
piece of sandpaper to your flashgun. 


20. CONVERT OLD-STYLE BAT- 
TERY GUNS to BC units. See your 
photo dealer to find out if you can get 
a battery-capacitor unit which replaces 
the batteries in your old flashgun. 


21. DON'T LEAVE USED BULBS 
LYING AROUND where children or 
animals can get at them. You’re just ask- 
ing for trouble. Make it a rule to put all 
used bulbs in your gadget bag or pock- 
ets. You can dispose of them safely at 
a later time. 


22. ALWAYS EXAMINE BULBS 
before you insert them in the reflector. 
Some bulbs have a special blue mark 
just for this purpose. When air or mois- 
ture leaks inside the bulb the marking 
turns pink—an indication to you that 
the bulb has been damaged and should 
be discarded. 


23. INSERT BULB FIRMLY in the 
reflector socket so current can flow from 


the gun to flash the bulb. 


24. DON'T CARRY UNUSED BULBS 
LOOSE in your gadget bag or pocket. 
Leave them in the paper sleeve. This 
helps prevent bulb damage. 


25. USE EXTENSION FLASH if you 
can get the gun itself off the camera. 
You can vary the position of your light 
by mounting your flash gun as illus- 
trated. All you'll need is a special clamp- 


t. 
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on—with a tripod screw to fit into the 
tripod thread on the bottom of your 
gun—plus a longer camera-to-gun con- 
necting cord, available at many photo- 
graphic stores. 


26. INTERCONNECTING CORDS 
allow you to use one gun with several 
different cameras. For full information 
just turn to page 76. 


27. TEST YOUR CONNECTING 
PLUG to find out if it fits tightly into 
the camera. If it’s at all loose (as some- 
times happens with the European push- 
on type), often you can fix it yourself 
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by squeezing the connector a little bit. 
Otherwise, have your local repairman 
make the necessary adjustments. 


28. TO AVOID TRIPPING OVER 
WIRES, lay extension wiring flat on 
the floor whenever possible. Better yet 
use roller-type extension wiring which 
comes with spring reels to take up any 
slack wire. 


29. DON'T LOOK INTO THE RE- 
FLECTOR when inserting a bulb. A 
short-circuit in the gun might fire the 
bulb prematurely. The result: a blind- 
ing flash in your eyes, and possibly 
burned fingers. 

30. YOU CAN IMITATE ROOM 


LIGHT by placing a flashbulb in a 
house lamp. But don’t fire the bulb with 
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house current. Instead, connect the 
house lamp wire to your flash extension 
wire, or to an adapter in the reflector (as 
shown), and use current from your bat- 
teries to fire the bulb. 


31. WAIT A FEW SECONDS before 
you use your bulb ejector. All bulbs are 
hot for a short while after the flash. If 
you don’t have an ejector, use a glove or 
handkerchief to protect your hand in 
case the bulb breaks as you remove it. 


32. USE THE RIGHT BULBS FOR 
COLOR films. In general blue bulbs 
are geared to daylight type emulsions. 
With tungsten-type films you need either 
an amber bulb, or a clear bulb plus the 
proper filter to balance the light to the 
film. There are exceptions, however. 
The new Ektachrome Type F film is de- 
signed for use with clear bulbs (without 
a filter), and is balanced for best results 
with class M bulbs. 


33. GET THE CORRECT TYPE OF 
BULB for your camera’s synchroniza- 
tion. Or if your camera has several kinds 
of sync, choose the right one for the bulb 
you're using. Here’s what to do: first find 
out what kind of sync your camera has. 
There are three types—X (0 millisecond 
delay), F (5 millisecond delay), and M 
(15-20 millisecond delay). Delay refers 
to the difference between the time the 
electrical contacts close and the shutter

Reflectors should be sturdy, able to 
hold their shape despite wear and tear, 
with durable interior and exterior fin- 
ish. Traditionally, good polished re- 
flectors have been made of chrome 
plated brass. Recently Eastman Kodak 
Co. began making them of clear, tough 
plastic, on which a bright mirror finish 
is deposited. Satin-finished reflectors are 
usually of aluminum. Whatever the ma- 
terial, don’t buy it if light pressure will 
deform or bend the reflector. 


Want a folding reflector? Compact 
gadgets are a definite advantage and 
flashguns are no exception. A number 
of flashguns made with folding reflectors 
are now on the market. They may not 
be as efficient as the deep parabolics, but 
they are certainly portable. Guns made 
by Leitz, Praco, and Camera Optics 
(C.0.C.) are examples. The C.O.C. 
model has two reflector positions which 
change the angle of coverage. 


What kind of power? Electrical 
energy must be used to ignite the foil 
in the flashlamp. When the . synchronizer 
contacts in the shutter close, the electric 
current flows to a thin wire filament. 
The heated filament ignites a primer 
which then ignites the aluminum foil in 
the bulb. The lamp envelope contains 
oxygen which makes possible the rapid 
burning of the aluminum, producing 
the flash. This electrical energy is sup- 
plied either by a battery, or a battery- 
capacitor combination. 

Flash batteries undergo a heavy load 
when flashing a lamp. Large size bat- 
teries are therefore preferable when 
heavy use is expected. The D size cell 
is standard for flashguns used for press 
cameras equipped with solenoid shutter 
trippers. The electrical load on the bat- 
tery consists of the current drawn by 
the solenoid, plus that for the iamp. 

The C size cell is satisfactory for 
cameras with built-in sync since only the 
lamp load is drawn from the battery. 

The pen light size is not generally 
recommended, unless infrequent use 
and extreme portability are main con- 
siderations. 

For all flash purposes (except ex- 
ternal synchronization with solenoids) 
battery-capacitor circuits are superior. 
When used with solenoids, the powerful 
B-C charge will cause synchronization 
to go awry unless the flashgun has a 
built-in delay mechanism designed to 
prevent this. 


What kind of connectors? There 
must be electrical connections from the 
flashgun to the camera shutter sync con- 
tacts. These are of such variety, and for 
no good reason, that the only word to 
describe the situation is—chaos. Take a 
look at the chart on pages 76-77. 
Anyhow, be certain that the flashgun 
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can be connected to your camera. There 
are four main types of connectors on 
cameras and shutters. Most foreign 
camera makers have standardized on 
the new style European tip, which is 
compact but given to slipping loose at 
critical moments. Some American-made 
amateur cameras have the ASA bayonet 
male fitting, a slightly bulkier, but posi- 
tive connector. An increasing number 
make the connection directly through 
the mounting shoe. Press type shutters 
mostly use the sturdy ASA 2-post male 
connector. And there are some rugged 
individualists among camera manufac- 
turers who insist on having their own 
style of connection no matter what the 
rest of the world is doing. 

We believe that flexibility and posi- 
tive connection are the criteria by which 
connections should be judged. Flash- 
guns with permanently attached cords 
are less flexible, more subject to 
damage, harder to repair, than those 
that just have outlets to which any suit- 
able cord may be fitted. They are fre- 
quently more difficult to fit with exten- 
sions, if you wish to use the flash off the 
camera. Check on this point, an extreme- 
ly important one. Guns that make con- 
tact through a mounting shoe or pins are 
least flexible of all, although the connec- 
tions are usually quite positive. 

Coiled cords are a great advantage 
for off-camera flash, providing a rela- 
tively long cord when extended and com- 
pactness when not extended. One Kalart 
gun has such a coil built right into the 
battery tube. 


Accessory wiring: Serious work in 
flash photography often involves the use 
of two or more lamps. Extension outlets 
are needed for this work. Multiple flash 
is only reliable with the B-C powered 
units. Series connection of the multiple 
lamps coupled with the 2214 volt pulse 
makes for reliable flashing. The older 
style units powered by several dry cells 
flash the lamps in parallel which tends 
to ignite the lamps at different instants. 
Examine the flashgun and look for the 
extension outlet or ask the salesman for 
the information. 

If you have an illuminated focusing 
device on a press camera rangefinder 
you will need a unit powered by “D” 
cells as the focusing light cannot be 
operated on a B-C unit. 


The shape of the gun: Flashguns 
were originally made with a tubular 
housing for dry cells. The size of the 
housing was determined by the size and 
number of cells. This type housing is 
still used on guns for press cameras 
where the gun, when mounted on the 
camera body, is used as a handle for 
holding the camera. The tubular shape 
is also convenient for holding the gun

when using off the camera flash. A B-C 
cartridge can be inserted into the hous- 
ing to make use of the advantages of 
B-C power. For most other applications 
however, the tubular housing is dated. 
B-C power makes possible compact 
units that are easy to carry and store. 

You should check the housing for 
sturdiness and finish. In particular have 
the housing opened to see how the power 
unit may be changed. The battery com- 
partment should be easy to open but 
should lock positively. 


How does it attach? Some means 
must be supplied to fasten the flashgun 
to the camera. This coupling should be 
positive, mechanically sturdy, and 
should keep the reflector and camera 
properly aligned. Brackets are often 
used for this coupling. 

The best brackets have a_ positive 


| alignment for camera and flashgun. This 


insures proper lighting over the subject. 
If the reflector is pointed even slightly 
away from the camera axis, the subject 
will show uneven lighting. Some manu- 
facturers can supply special brackets 
for mounting on specific cameras. 

If you are considering a flashgun with 
the gun mounted on the bracket with a 
tripod type screw, you should note that 
this type must be watched each time 
you use it to see that the reflector is 
properly aligned. 

The ease with which the flashgun is 


| mounted on the camera is important. 


You may want to do off-the-camera 
flash. It will prove very inconvenient if 
you have to fuss each time you mount 


| and dismount the gun. In fact, if you are 


in a hurry you may well assemble the 


| gun improperly. Note that flashguns for 


press cameras have a mount that is posi- 

tive, sturdy, and easily put on or off. 
Unfortunately, camera and flash-gun 

manufacturers seem to have ignored the 


| problems of bounce flash. Someone 


ought to build a first rate gun for an 
eye-level camera which can be quickly 
and easily tilted to bounce light off ceil- 
ing or walls without removing it. 


Safety shield is important: Flash- 
lamp manufacturers constantly point 
out the need for a safety shield over the 


| lamp. There is always a chance of a 
| lamp blowing up. Most photographers 


do not use a shield, although it is desir- 
able to use one when possible. If you 
take close-up pictures, the safety shield 
should be considered indispensable. 
Many units can be fitted with a safety 
shield. Only a few have them as standard 
equipment. The Kalart 400 B-C model is 
unique in that the safety shield is built 
into the reflector and is coupled to a 
switch. The lamp can only be fired after 
the shield is closed. This also eliminates 
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- delay) sync gives best results. There 





any danger of having the bulb go off 
while inserting it in the socket. 


Test lamps are helpful: Test cir- 
cuits are a valuable aid to help insure 
reliable flash operation. There are two 
kinds of test circuits. One kind tests only 
the battery, wiring and synchronizer. 
The flashlamp is not tested. Another, 
more elaborate design tests the entire 
circuit—flashlamp, B-C charge, wiring, 
and sync contacts. 


Flash Guide is useful: If you don’t 
like to carry flash tables around. see that 
your flashgun has a flash guide on it. 
Many units now include this item on the 
reflector in the form of a decal. 


The bulb ejector: Getting the used 





bulb out is important, too. It’s not 
necessary that the ejector flip the bulb 
halfway across the room, but it should 
release it positively when you wish to 
get rid of it. Many flashguns are weak 
on this point so check it carefully. 


The coming bulb, the M-2: As films 
have become more sensitive to light, 
overexposure in flash pictures has be- 
come a major problem, particularly 
with simple flash cameras. The solution | 
offered is a smaller, less powerful bulb, 
the M-2. With special tiny flashguns de- | 
signed for this bulb the M-2 can produce | 
a lot of light, and the guns are extreme- 
ly portable. This bulb will be big busi- | 
ness in a few years. | 
Unfortunately, there are some draw- 
backs. The M-2 bulbs can be used only 
with slow shutter speeds—1/25 second 
with shutters having X (zero-millisecond | 


are quite a number of M-2 flashguns on 
the market, but only a few are of really 
first class construction. So, look them 
over carefully before you buy one. 


Special types of guns: More and | 
more, camera manufacturers are mar- | 
keting their own flashguns, specifically 
tailored to a particular camera or group 
of cameras. Unfortunately, their design 
trend seems to be running counter to 
the picture taking trend—guns are an- 
chored firmly to the camera in a fixed 
position. Yet photographers are turning 
to off-the-camera flash as a means of 
getting better pictures, and such flash- 
guns make it difficult. 

In marked contrast to this trend are 
such guns as the new Kalart B-C 400, 
which is designed as a complete flash 
system, adaptable to almost any type of 
camera and use (Mopern, July 1955). 


And now your choice: We've gone 
into some of the theory of flashgun de- 
sign, and have pointed out characteris- 
tics desirable from a picture taking 
standpoint. One last point—don’t ignore 
styling, as well as convenience and 
technical quality. Actually, in the best 
guns, all three are present.—THE END. 
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A HISTORY 
OF FLASHBULBS 


by LLOYD E. VARDEN 


The history of flash photography, and 
indirectly the history of the photoflash 
lamp, begins nearly 100 years ago when 
photographers sought a source of light 
for indoor exposures, sufficiently intense 
to compensate for the low sensitivity of 
existing negative materials. Without 
such a source, indoor photography was 
a most uncertain endeavor. 

As early as 1857, John Moule turned 
to chemical reactions for producing arti- 
ficial light of high intensity. Flash lamps 
to this day remain dependent upon 
chemical reactions for their intense light 





output. Moule employed a relatively 
slow-burning mixture of sulfur, potassi- 
um ‘nitrate, and a sulfide which was ig- 
nited in open air. Apparently, though, 
the love of one’s own invention—and not 
the bright light—blinded him to the un- 
bearable odor resulting from the reac- 
tion, because his enthusiasm for the 
procedure was not shared by the photo- 
graphic profession. 

But only two years later (1859) the 
“chemical” approach to a new artificial 
light source was reénlivened when Bun- 
sen and Roscoe in Heidelberg, Germany, 
demonstrated the high actinic power of 
the light generated during the burning 
of magnesium metal. William Crookes, 
in London, made a similar observation 
during the same year and promptly 
made a series of practical photographic 
tests. It did not take long before mag- 
nesium ribbons became a popular medi- 
um for indoor exposures. 

Of course, this was not a complete 
solution to all of the technical difficulties 
existing those days in indoor photogra- 
phy. Subject motion, because of the long 
exposure times required, remained a 
troublesome problem. But, in 1865, John 
Traill Taylor, the famous English scien- 
tist, combined the light-producing merits 
of burning magnesium with Moule’s 
convenient powder-mixture idea, to cre-

ate a light source of extremely high in- 
tensity and of “extraordinarily short 
duration”. He accomplished this with a 
mixture of magnesium powder, antimo- 
ny sulfide, potassium chlorate, and sul- 
fur. Taylor set the pace for many sub- 
sequent inventors, but at the time of his 
disclosure the idea could not be widely 
adopted, largely because of the high cost 
of magnesium metal. 

At this point of our story we find a 
suggestion being made that was pro- 
posed a bit too early for practical ac- 
complishment, but it did show the fore- 
sight of the inventor. A Mr. Larkin 
patented in 1866 the use of a mixture of 
magnesium powder and sand in a lamp. 
From all accounts his attempts were un- 
successful. Nevertheless, Larkin’s idea 
was in the right direction, because he 
eliminated offensive odors and made it 
more convenient to apply magnesium 
powder as a light source. 

In 1883, G. A. Kenyon introduced a 
flashpowder that also overcame the odor 
objections of earlier compositions. It 
consisted of nothing more than magne- 
sium powder and potassium chlorate. 
However, in eliminating one shortcom- 





ing, he introduced another—excessive 
smoke. But Kenyon made a side obser- 
vation in the course of his experimenta- 
tion that was destined to play a signifi- 
cant part in the development of flash- 
lamps many years later. He discovered 
the very powerful light-producing ef- 
fect when magnesium wire is burned in 
pure oxygen. 

Up to 1887 flashpowder photography 
had not been widely practiced, for one 
reason or another. Most historians agree 
that it was in the year 1887 that Dr. 
Adolf Miethe and Johannes Gaedicke, in 
Germany, brought flashpowder into gen- 
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eral use. They devised an explosive mix- 
ture of magnesium powder, potassium 
chlorate and antimony sulfide (some- 
what the same as John Traill Taylor’s 
earlier mixture) and, with the negative 
materials by that time available, demon- 
strated the practicability of the proce- 
dure. In November, 1887, Miethe even 
took a flashlight photograph of an out- 
door scene—presumably using a very 
large quantity of powder—which was 





the basis of reports in the Berlin and 
Potsdam newspapers of “a rare winter 
thunderstorm”. In this same year, Mey- 
denbaurer made a_ short-lived im- 
provement in flashpowders by using 
magnesium powder with manganese per- 
oxide. This seems to have started a com- 
petitive rush toward combining mag- 
nesium with every conceivable metallic 
salt. For example, York Schwartz and 
W. Knauer, in 1897, and later Schwartz 
in 1898, after numerous trials, finally 
developed a so-called “smokeless” flash- 
powder containing a variety of metallic 
salts. 

If “smokeless” flashpowder had not 
been developed when it was there is 
some indication that a different tech- 
nique, based on a discovery of T. N. 
Armstrong in 1887, would have become 
so entrenched in photographic practice 
that progress in “flash” photography 
would have been retarded. Armstrong 
showed that magnesium powder pro- 
duced a very intense light when blown 
through an alcohol flame. Many com- 
mercial lighting devices incorporating 
this principle were introduced and they 
became quite popular with photogra- 
phers during a brief period. But with the 
advent of improved “smokeless” flash- 
powders, Armstrong’s method gradually 
lost favor. 

One of the major improvements in 
flashpowders was patented by Agfa in 
Germany in 1903. By using magnesium 
(or aluminum) powder in “combination 
with the nitrates of thorium, cerium or 
zirconium, a flash three times faster 
than that obtained from magnesium and

manganese peroxide was achieved. This 
practically eliminated the difficulty of 
“closed eyes” in flash pictures, so fre- 
quently encountered with earlier flash- 
powders, which had a flash period long- 
er than the “blinking” time of the 
human eye. Flashpowders of this new 
type remained in vogue until 1930. 


The origins of modern-type 
photoflash lamps 


The glorious history of over 40 years 
of flashpowder photography had a horri- 
ble and bitter side, the full story of 
which will never be known. Flashpow- 
ders, at best, were dangerous to use, and 
led to numerous unfortunate accidents. 
Fires broke out in many public places 
after a “group” flash exposure was 
made. Serious burns were suffered by 
ill-trained photographers’ assistants, 
and even many experienced professional 
photographers lost their eyesight from 
accidental flashpowder explosions. 

The dangers involved in using flash- 
powder were recognized very early. and 
long before various inventor’s ideas 
could be put into practice, the seeds for 
developing a safe flash source were 
planted. Nevertheless, the elimination 
of smoke, rather than greater safety, was 
the motive for the first suggestion for an 
enclosed flashlight source. A. D. Kies- 
ling, in 1898, described a smoke-free 
magnesium flashlamp in which the light- 
producing chemical reactions took place 
in a transparent or translucent envelope. 
It was not successful because of ex- 
cessive bulk, high cost, and lack of suit- 
able envelope material at the time. 
Smith, in 1899, followed Kiesling with 
an improvement, but it too came to an 
unsuccessful end. He proposed to com- 
bust a ribbon of magnesium or a thin 
aluminum foil in an enclosed atmosphere 
of oxygen. Smith was definitely on the 
right track, but many years had to 
elapse before success in this direction 
was achieved. 

Dr. Paul Vierkétter, in 1927, designed 
a flashlamp consisting of crumpled alu- 
minum foil in an enclosure filled with 
oxygen, which was ignited by the cur- 
rent from a small battery. (Two years 
previously—1925—Vierkotter had pro- 
posed a lamp containing flashpowder. ) 

Progress really did not get rolling in 
a big way, though, until J. B. Ostermeir- 
er made the first successful enclosed 
flashlamp in 1929. This consisted of 
0.5 micron thick aluminum foil in an 
oxygen filled glass bulk at a reduced 
pressure of 1% atmosphere, along with 
an “explosive” coated filament, heated 
to the ignition point by a 4-volt battery. 
The ignition of the filament coating fired 
the aluminum foil. The lamp was mar- 
keted by Hauff in Germany, but later ap- 
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peared under the name of “Vacublitz”. 
manufactured by the German Osram 
firm. 

In 1930 the General Electric Company 
introduced an aluminum foil flashlamp 
in this country. During the same year. 
the firm of Philips (Holland) took a 
different approach by manufacturing a 
flashlamp dependent upon the reaction 
of two gases—carbon disulfide and nitro- 
gen monoxide. This lamp was too large 
in relation to its light output and was 
soon discontinued. 

The first filamentary (wire-filled) 
flashlamps were also introduced in 
Europe, by Philips, in 1934. The Wa- 
bash Lamp Company (since absorbed 
by Sylvania Electric Products, Inc.) 
made the first entry of wire-filled photo- 
flash lamps into the U.S.A. in 1936. The 
metallic wire is characterized by its com- 
position of 7% magnesium and 93% 
aluminum, which makes it amenable to 
very thin drawing. 


The status and future of flash 


In the earlier history of flash photog- 
raphy it was the “professional” photog- 
rapher who was largely responsible for 
stimulating its development. Even up to 
1941, 75% of modern-type flashlamps 
were used by professional photographers, 
the remaining 25% being absorbed 
by amateurs. Today, of the one-half 
billion flashlamps sold annually, ama- 
teur photographers consume 85-90% of 
them. This tremendous growth of the 
use of flashlamps in amateur photogra- 
phy has no doubt played a material part 
in reducing their price, which is a big 
inducement to their more frequent ap- 
plication. (On a parity basis, the price 
is generally one-fourth of what it was 
in the 1930’s. A lamp that cost 25c in 
the thirties is about 13c today, for rough- 
ly equal light output.) Thus, one might 
conclude that the demands of the am- 
ateur will dictate future trends. There 
may be some truth in such a philosophy. 
For example, Lester F. Anderson of 
Sylvania recently predicted that present 
designs of flashlamps will be altered 
when necessary to meet new photo- 
graphic requirements, which includes 
the requirements of the amateur photog- 
rapher. Hewever, it is my opinion that 
the most essential progress will be de- 
rived from the constant search by labo- 
ratory scientists for methods which yield 
higher efficiencies and improved uni- 
formity. 

Photoflash lamps today, in compari- 
son with previous artificial sources, are 
rather remarkable in both efficiency and 
uniformity when one considers that their 
total light output is released in a very 
short period of time. Photoflash lamps 
have a luminous efficiency of the order 
of 20 lumens per watt which is gener- 
ally higher than that of ordinary tung: 
sten lamps. But the maximum light out- 
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put of a photoflash lamp is tremendous- 
ly greater. It would take 470 of the 
standard 500 watt incandescent lamps 
to produce the same maximum output 
of a single, medium size flashlamp. 
Stated in another way, one flashlamp 
rated at 50,000 lumen seconds output 
produces a volume of light equivalent to 
looking at a 100 watt tungsten lamp for 
37 seconds. (In case you are interested, 
it takes about 200,000 lightning bugs to 
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equal the light output of a 100 watt 
tungsten lamp.) 

Compared to the best flashpowders, 
modern flashlamps have other advan- 
tages besides greater convenience and 
safety. A film with an A.S.A. exposure 
index of 40 can be exposed 12 feet from 
a subject in 1/50th second at £/8 with a 
small flashlamp of only 5000 lumen sec- 
onds output. Using the same film type 
and subject distance, about 12 grams of 
flashpowder would be required for the 
exposure and the lens would have to be 
opened to f£/4. However, if the subject 
distance were doubled, about 40 grams 
of flashpowder would be needed, 
whereas with a properly designed reflec- 
tor the photoflash exposure could be 
made by simply opening the lens aper- 
ture an appropriate amount, depending 
upon the concentration factor of the re- 
flector. Because of this inability to em- 
ploy reflectors with flashpowder, the 
amounts of powder required increase at 
a very rapid rate with increasing sub- 
ject distances. 


But getting back to photoflash lamps, 
what are the possibilities of making 
them still more efficient? Increasing 
their size is not the answer, because be- 
yond a certain point, efficiency falls off 
markedly as the lamp size goes up. Very 
large lamps with an output of 2,000,000 
lumen seconds have been produced ex- 
perimentally by the British Thompson- 
Houston Co., Ltd., but their efficiency is 
low. This is really fortunate, because 
less bulky lamps are obviously more 
convenient, and small, efficient reflectors 
are adaptable. Therefore, it is indeed 
likely that the future trend will be 
toward still smaller flashlamps which 
approach the ideal point light source, 
even if the shape of the lamp has to be 
altered to avoid uneven light distribution 
on the subject.—THE END.

subject matter, Wakabayashi looks for 
design.

Wakabayashi recently came to this 
country from Japan in order to complete 
his formal photographic training at the 
School of Modern Photography in New 
York City.

making meter reading an impossibility. 

At {/1.9 only the match flare regis- 
tered on film. But at £/0.95 the model’s 
features were acceptably detailed. All 
prints with this report were reproduced 
from 16mm frames. 

In addition to movies in black-and- 
white under extremely poor lighting, 
with the £/0.95’s color can be shot with 
normal, high-level room lighting. 

The Nominar £/0.95 is a nine element 
lens, while the Angenieux £/0.95 is of 
eight element design.
